th* eloae ef an annual fiesta. 
The M ission Indiana hod jour­ 
neyed from a Payomk» w isk reser­ 
v ation, 70 mile* to the south, yes­ 
terday to enact « gain the dance 
whose origin I* lost In an aceie» « 
past.

FARM RELIEF BILL IS SIGNED 


The President has just signed the bill, which 
immediately becomes a law, providing for in­ 
flation, for aiding the fanner through the farm 
allotment program, and aiding him through the 
issthtnce of two billion dollars worth of bonds 
on which the government guarantees the inter­ 
est, which may be substituted for mortgages 
now held, or sold for cash, and the cash used 
for mortgages. 
W e have dincussed through these columns 
each feature of this measure. 
The inflation 
power that it gives the President was put on 
as a “ rider’ 
to the farm measure itself. 
It 
really has no direct relation to it. 
Under this, 
the President is authorized to buy three billion 
dollars in government securities, now bearing 
mterest, 
and 
issue 
currency 
thefefor, 
which 
will bear no interest of course, and to that 
ex tent, or to the ex tent that he ex ercises this 
power, there will be inflation. 
At the same 
time he i# empowered to use three billion dol­ 
lars for government projects, which again will 
put money into circulation. 
He is also given power to reduce the con­ 
tent of the gold dollar, which it is not ex pected 
k will use, and to coin silver, if he so de- 
lermuies to do, which is not likely to be done at 
any time that can be seen now 
in the im­ 
mediate future. 
The two billion dollars of bond,s calculated to 
help the mortgaged farmer, will undoubtedly 
fulfill a great deal of that purpose. 
The in­ 
terest on these bonds is guaranteed, the money 
is loaned to the mortgagor at 4 1-2 per cent 
interest, and the government will guarantee 
four per cent cm the bonds. 
One hundred million 
dollars 
is 
set 
aside 
in the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, so 
the joint stock hanks may reduce interest to 
five per cent, and a two-y ear moratorium on 
foreclosures by the banks is agreed, and this 
same bill provide# for $200,000,000 in Recon­ 
struction Finance Corporation loans to adjust 
their debt? to the new bankruptcy law.
